We, your special committee to whom was 
referred the petition of Mr. William Moeller- 
Irg, asking for an estimate for the macada- 
mizing of Murray street. In 1886, respectfully 
report that we earçftilly examined the ques- 
tion and we find the facts as follows; Mr. 
Moellerlng obtained the contract to do the 
work in question, and shortly after fie began 
the work. Mr. (ioshorn, the then and present 
city civil engineer, reported to the mayor 
and committee on streets that Mr. Moellerlng 
was not doing the work according to tbe plan 
and specifications which were a part of the 
contract. 
Several 
conferences took place 
between the said contractor, the mayor, en- 
gineer and committee on streets, and finally 
some concessions were made in favor of the 
ooncrator; 
that tochnlcally 
ought 
never 
to have been made, as when the contract was 
approved by the council; the property.owners 
abutting on the work were necessary 
parties 
to any modification of the contract. 
Not 
withstanding such concession, the city eivl) 
engineer afterwards reportea to the council, 
on August 12,1886, "in regard to the improve- 
ment of Murray street. I will report that the 
contractor, Wm. Moellering, has failed to 
comply with the terms of his contrat for said 
work by using material In the construction of 
said street improvement,-sione 
that I con- 
demned as unfit to be uHed,8nd far from being 
such as required by the spécifications and 
contract, he persistently uaed and plac^-d on 
said street.. 
When I a»aln protested against 
the same stone being used in the work, and at 
the same time ordered them removed entirely 
f j o m the work he (Moellerlng) obstinately re- 
fused. I then ordered him to stop work at 
once, as he would get no pay for what he was 
doing, as I would not make an estimate on 
work not done in accordance with speciflca- ^ 


tlona for the same. 
I have ordered him re- 
>d»tedl]r to remove all the condemned or re- 
ected material away from the work, which 
. le still refuses to do, m d claims that he is do- 
ing his work by the advice of his attorney." 


This report was referred to the city attor- 
ney. who reported August 24,1886, U> the com- 
mon council in substance. 


"It Is the plain duty of this oonncil to stand 
by the engineer and see to It that the property 
owners whose agent the common council is. Is 
not allowea to be defraud» d by being com- 
E 
elled to pay for inferior work or materials. 
P the work has not been done to the satisfac- 
tion of the engineer, the sworn officer charged 
with its inspection by the law, the council 
should see to It that no estimate is given for 
It. 
There Is but one way for Mr. Moellerlng 
to obtain his estimate ann that Is by faith- 
fully complying with his contract . "
